The question of Woman Suffrage Is an Issue before 
the American people 
Twelve etates have adopted it, 
four more states vote upon it this fall and it Is strongly 
tirg«*d that it become a platform demand of the national 
political parties It is therefore the privilege and the duty 
of every voter to study carefully this subject. 
Hon Ellbu 
Hoot, in discussing this question before the constitutional 
convention of New York, recently said in [¡art: 
' I am opposed to tin* granting of suffrage to women, 
because I believe that it would b<> a loss to women, to all 
women and to every woman; and because 1 believe it 
would be an Injury to the state, and to every man and 
every woman In the state 
It would be useless to argue 
this if the right of su Trage were a natural right 
If it ..were a natural right, 
then women should have it though th«* heavens fall 
Hut if there b«* any one 
thing settled in the long discussion of this siibj»*<*t, it is that suffrage is not a 
natural right, but Is simply a means of government, and the sole question to 
be disrussM is whether government by the Huffrng«* of men and women will 
be better government than by the suffrage of men alone. 
“ Into my judgment, sir, ther« miters no element of the Inferiority of 
woman. 
It is not that woman is interior to man, but it Is that woman is 
different from man; that in the distribution of powers, of capacities, of quali­ 
ties, our Maker has created man adapted to the performance of certain func­ 
tions in th«* economj of nature and society, and womau adapted to the 
performance of other functions. 
“ Woman rules today by tin* sweet and noble influences of her character. 
Put woman into the arena of conflict and sh«* abamious th«'««* great weapons

In the treatment of many invalids 
it i> necessary to ret each 
them to 
walk. 
This is notably in the eases of 
broken 
limbs, 
paralysis, 
locomotor 
ataxia and other sim ilar maladies. 
A device to aid the patient in learn­ 
ing to walk again has been devised 
and is in successful use in a Michigan 
sanitarium. 
B is called the walking 
chair, and by making use of the vehi­ 
cle, th«* patient may first learn to use 
hi 
feet while in a sitting posture. 
Later, when his strength is equal to 
the task, he can stand, 
supporting 
himself on the bars of the carriage. 
The wheels are rubber-tired and the 
whole carriage is very light, though 
strong, offering practically no rests- 
t net' to the motive power furnished 
b * the invalid. 
The walking chair is especially val­ 
uable in the treatment of improving 
eases of locomotor ataxia, in which 
disease it is very ditlieult for the pa­ 
tient to recover the use of his limbs 
\ ith.out an artificial support of some 
kind. 
This machine is used so fre 
quently in cases of this kind that i! 
i- soni«'times referred to as the “ loco­ 
motor ataxicab.”
